The reported appointment of Gen- 
eral Guillaumat to command the 
French forces in Morocco was ap- 
‘parently a mistake. General Naulin 
has been appointed to the command, 
and will have under him 100;000 men 
which indicates how seriously the 
French government views the Moor- 
ish rising. The Moorish attacks on 
the French have been beaten off with 
heavy iogs to the attackers, but the 
area of unrest and rebellion seems to 
have a tendency to increase and the 
guerrilla tactics of the Moors are 
most difficult to meet. There are 
continual stories of European soldiers | 
with the Moorish armies mainly Ger- 
mans, and the skillful character of 
the Moorish tactics makes this seem 
quite likely. France and Spain have 
come to an agreement for common 
action against the rebels. They have 
offered Abd-el-Krim autonomy under 
a Spanish protectorate, but it is not 
in the least likely that the offer will 
be accepted. The French government

cause of all the trouble is the treaties 
which give unfair rights and advant- 
ages in China to foreigners. He does 
not attempt to deal with the fact that 
China as a whole is in a state of utter 
chaos and the only places where 
anything like order exists are the 
foreign settlements and the treaty 
ports, where the customs are under 
British administration for the benefit 
of China. Great Britain, Japan and 
the United ‘States are reported to be 
conferring on the situation in China. 
Even in the British colony of Hong 
Kong strikes and violence are taking 
place among the Chinese resident 
there. 

In the Hastern States a great heat 
wave has caused the death of a num- 
ber of persons. 

The coal situation in the States and 
also in Germany seems to be little 
less serious than in Britain and no 
immediate prospect of improvement 
is vistble. 

\A serious race riot has taken place 
in Detroit between whites and ne- 
groes., arising out of a negro family 
taking a house in a select residential 
quarter. It will be remebered that 
the same sort of thing happened in 
San Francisco a year or so ago, when 
a negro had a regular armed guard 
to protect his house from the whites 
who wished to eject him.

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“THE BATTLE OF THE 
BOYNE 


12TH JULY, 1690 


In ‘view of the fact that last Satur- 
day the local Orangemen celebrated 


their great anniversary it is possible: 


that some may ‘be interested in hav- 
ing recalled to their memory the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the event 
which ‘has since its happening been 
regarded as the foundation of the 
Orange Order, namely the Battle of 
the Boyne. 

It will be remembered that after 
James the Second fled from the 
throne of England in 1688 and went 
to Fratice, William, Prince of Orange, 
was chosen king of England under tie 
title of William the Third. James by 
no means abandoned his hope of re- 
gaining the crown. He crossed from 
France to Ireland accompanied by a 
contingent of French troops. The 
Roman Catholic Irish received him 
with enthusiasm and only the Protest- 
ants of Ulster held out against .him. 
It was necessary for William to go 
over to Ireland to meet his rival in 
the field, and in June of 1690 William 
sailed and landed at Carrickfergus. 
From there he at once went to Bel- 
fast, where he had a tremendous re- 
ception from the. loyal Protestants 
and from Belfast he at once marched 
with his army to encounter James 
who, with his army, was between hin 
and Dublin. James retreated ‘before 
William for some time but finally de- 
cided to make a stand on the banks of 
the river Boyne close to the littie 
town of Drogheda. ‘On the morning 
of the 12th of July, or, by th2 old cal- 
endar then in force; the 1st of July, 
the armies met in battle. 

They were strange armies to con- 


ment of Great Britaln. In uumbers 
they were not very unequal. James 
had ‘under him about thirty thousand 
men, of whom nearly one-third w 
French soldiers of good quality com- 
manded by a french officer named 
Lauzun. The rest were Irish. The 
Trish cavalry were excellent soidiers. 
The Irish infantry, thanks to indiscip- 
line and lack of training, were mis- 
erably poor soldiers, as they showed 
in the battle. 

‘On the other side William's army 
was as much of a medley as can well 
be conceived. There were English 
regiments, including the Life Guards. 
the Horse Guards and the _ First 
‘Dragoon Guards, then known as the 
Queen’s Regiment. There were Eng- 
lish infantry regiments and there 
were the Scots Guards. Two of these 
English regiments were the Tangier 
regiments, that place then belonging 
to Great Britain. Two further English 
regiments were from Holland, where 
they had been serving in the pay of 
the Dutch government. These mace 
up about half William’s army. Then 
there were Dutch regiments, German 
regiments from what is now the 
heart .of Prussia, Danish regiments, 
Finnish regiments, French Protestant 
regiments and Ulstermen from ‘Lon- 
donderny and Enniskillen. It must 
have been an extraordinary army to 
command. William's chief officer was 


‘| the “Dutch. Count: Schomberg,’ than: 
reckoned one of the foremost soldiers 
in Europe, 

As far as “thé: rival: commanders 
were concerned, all the advantage lay 
with William. .. He -was..himself-a: fine 


|} soldier and Schomberg was a. close 


friend as well as a great general. On 
the other side James was neither gen- 


eral nor, at that period’ of his career,, 


a brave ‘soldier, and the. Frenchman 
Lauzun was vain, impetuous. and) 
lacking in  miltary sagacity. Wil- 
liam’s extraordinary army was at 
least, well enough disciplined and it 
had the further advantage of whole. 


hearted belief in its king and com-' 


mander. It is one of the things well 


known about William of Orange that: 


hig manners on ordinary occasions 


were stiff, unpleasing and cold. His: 


health was always bad and his phy- 
sique frail. ‘As soon, however, as he 
got into the field, his manners chang- 
ed at once. He became friendly, easy 
and gracious, and he seemed able to 
set at defiance the frailty of his body 
and his continual ill-health and re- 
main on horseback for hours on end 
in a manner which tired out men of 
the finest apparent physique. 

- At the very outset of the day dis- 
aster almost came on William and his 
army. Along with Schomberg and his 
chief officers William rode along ‘the 
north bank of the Boyne examining 
the position of the hostile army. He 
was at times hardly more than fifty 
yards away from the enemy, but in 
those days that was comparatively 
safe as far as small arms fire was 
concerned, However, having finished 
his reconnaissance, William chose to 
have dinner brought to him almost on 
the banks of the river, where he sat 
down with his officers. On the other 
bank appeared a group of horsemen 
consisting of the leaders of the Irish 
army, the Duke of Berwick, Tyrconnel 
and the Frenchman Lauzun. They at 
once realized that it was’ William who 
was having his dinner so coolly on 
the other side and they sent. for two 
cannon, which were brought up under 
the cover of a troop of cava'!ry, placed 
in position behind a hedge, and just as 
William finished his dinner and had 
remounted this horse, the guns fired 
on him. The first shot hit und killed 
the ‘horse of the Prince of Hesse. The |, 
second grazed. William’s-shoulder and; 
drew blood. A yell of triumph rose 
from the Irish army. William, how- 
ever, was not seriously hurt. He had 
the wound quickly dressed and bound 
up and remounting his horse proceed- 
ed to ride around this army and com- 
plete his preparations. He was on 
horseback for nineteen hours in the 
course of that day. 

The battle began with an exchange 
of artillery fire and this was kept up 
all day with no attempt on either 
side to cross the river and attack at 
close quarters. William, ‘however, 
had made up his mind to attack the 
next morning. (His officers, particu- 
larly Schomberg, thought it too risky 
but the king stuck to his opinion. 

The twelfth of July dawned cloud- 
lessly fine, and ‘both armies were soon 
ready for action. William sent his 
right wing, under one of Schomberg’s 
sons, a few miles up the river to the 
bridge of Slane with orders to cross 
there and turn the flank of the Irish 
army. Lauzun, the French general, 
saw the movement’and feared that if

An unpleasant surprise now was re- 
vealed toWilliam’s rien. About half 
the Irish army had Jain concealed: be- 
hind folds:in the ground, and as their 
enemies crossed the river, these new 
regiments seemed suddenly to start 
out of the ground and come forward 
to meet: them. However, the attackers 
pressed steadily on, and before they 
reached the bank the Irish line began 
to''waver and ‘give way....A-fe'v. gal- 
lant“Irish’-ofhcers* advanced into’ the 
water to meet the Dutch and English, 
sword in hand, but their men refused 
to follow them, ‘and the musketry fire 
which began as the attackers neared 
the shore was the signal for large 
numbers of the Irish to take to their 
heels and run. Whole regiments fled 
in'this way without firing a shot or 
striking a blow. 

The Trish cavalry, however, to some 
extent redeemed the ‘honor of their 
country, for they attacked William’s 
men fiercely, fought hand to hand in 
the river with the Horse Guards, 
checked the French Protestant reg!- 
ment and drove the Danes back into 
the river. ‘Seeing how serious the 
situation was, Schomberg himself 
rode through the river to encourage 
his men by (fighting along with them. 
He was at once attacked by a number 
of the Irish horse and almost instantly 
killed. Another notable man was also 
shot dead at this stage of the battle. 
This was Walker, lately the Governor 
of Londonderry in the great siege. Al- 
though he was a clergyman and had 
just been appointed Bishop of Derry. 
he insisted on taking part in the bat 
tle as a soldier. He was already an 
old man, and the siege of London 
derry and its privations had told heav- 
ily on his hea!th, but he refsed to be 
anywhere but in the thick of the fight- 
ing. William was anything but pleased 
with his conduct in this respect, for 
the king considered that each man 
should mind ‘his own proper business 
and not interfere in that which did 
not really concern him. Walker pail 
the price for ‘his gallant obstinacy, 
with his life, being shot dead at the 
hottest part of the battle. 

When the fight was thus wavering, 
William and his left wing, who had 
had great difficulty in crossing the 
river. arrived on the scene. The king 
owing to his wound received on the 
previous day, ‘had to use his sword 
with his left hand, but he led his men 
in person and was always in the thick 
of the fighting. His coming decided 
the battle. The Irish cavalny fought 
gallantly but they were gradually 
driven back and lost heavily and final- 
‘ly forced to flee. James played a poor. 
part in the battle. He never came into 
action but watched the fight from 
high ground in the rear and when it 
appeared that all was lost, took to 
flight and after a few hours’ stay in 
Dublin made for the south coast, from 
which ‘he sailed back to France. The 
French contingent in his army cov- 
ered the retreat gallantly, and they 
and the remnants of the Irish cavalry 
entered Dublin beaten indeed, but still 
in good order and without panic. The 
rest of the Irish army fled in utter 
confusion. 

The losses on either side were not 
vory heavy. The Irish army lost about 

1500 men, most of whom belonged to 
the cavalry regiments. William’s 
army lost about 500. 

‘With the battle of the Boyne ended 
organized resistance to William in 
Ireland and ended the cause of tho 
Stuarts and their Roman Catholic sup- 
porters both in Ireland and in Eng- 
land. The later rebellions, whether 
in Ireland or in Soctland, had 
hardly even temporary success, ex- 
cept for the passing triumph of 1745 
under Prince Charles Edward, and 
never enjoyed the support of any con- 
siderable body of the British nation. 
To that extent’ the Boyne may be 
counted a battle of real importance 
and worthy of continued recollection.

24 lbs. In the autumn such a fish 
would likely weigh up to fifty 
pounds. 


The following story is told of Sir 
William Van Horne, first president 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway and 
a Major Rogers, who was in charge 
of the supplies for men working 
along the track.

THE TELEPHONE SYSTE 
OF ALBERTA 


(Contributed by W. J. Kenealy) 


The following facts about Alberta's 
telephone system may be of interest: 

The physical growth of Alberta Gov- 
ernment Telephones is matched by 
its fiscal growth. Starting in 1908 at 
the time of the purchase of the Bell 
interests, the investment was in round 
figures a million and a quarter dollars. 
By 1912 this had grown to five and a 
half millions and at the end of 1923 
the capital investment was close to 
twenty-three and a half millions, 
truly an enormous growth in sixteen 
years. The earnings of the System 
in 1908 were $212,000:00, in 1923 two 
and a half millions, or more than ten 


times as much. Service is being giv-, 


en on a quality equal to any on the 
American Continent, and the rates 


Jare lower than any in Canada. 


Four thousand eight hundred sub- 
scribers were connected in the Sys- 
tem in-1908. In 1923 fifty-three thous- 
and were connected. Of these over 
20,000 were farm stations and in no 
province in Canada can the farmer 
point to better or cheaper service 
than he enjoys in Alberta. Comparing 
telephones with the population in 
Canada, Alberta is fourth on the list 
of provinces with one telephone to 
every ten persons, our neighbours to 
the West heading the list with one 
telephone to every seven people. 

To connect the subscribers an en r- 
mous network of wire is required 
stretching from Athabasca to the In- 
ternational boundary and from Sas- 
katchewan- to British Columbia. 179,- 
000° miles of:wire are woven into net. 
72,000 for local connections in towns, 
70,000 to link up the farmers and 27,- 
000 to carry long distance messages. 
Enough wire to reach round the globe 
nearly eight and a half times. 

Over the long distance lines of the 
System nearly two and a half million 
conversations are completed every 
year. Reduced to figures which may 
be readily grasped, five telephone con- 
versations commence over Alberta's 
long distance line every minute of the 
day. The average revenue from a 
long distance call is forty cents. 

So far as the Red Deer district is 
concerned, its area extends on the 
West to Rocky Mountain House, on 
the East to Pine Lake, and on _ the 
South to’ Penhold. The staff at Red 
Deer consists of ten employees. Each 
month between 3500 and 1000 long 
distance calls are ‘handled at Red 
Deer, while the total calls number be- 
tween 2500 and 3000 calls per day. In 
the district there are 527 exchange 
telephones of which Red: Deer has 459. 
There are 324 rural telephones in the 
district of which Red Deer has 179. 


Telephone Business Different 


As a telephone system grows larger 
the cost per telephone for operation 
and maintenance increases. 

When a system has few subscribers, 
conversations are few and operating 
costs are low. Subscribers are group- 
ed around the central office and lines 
are shorter and _ less expensive to 
build; line troubles are fewer and 
maintenance easier. 

As subscribers increase, each tele- 
phone user can talk to an ever-widen- 
ing circle of friends and business 
associates. Operating costs per tele- 
phone grow as more frequent talks 
are held. - Subscribers’ lines ‘begin to 
run farther and ever farther from 
the exchange until a big percentage 
of them are miles in length, expensive 
to build and increasingly expensive to 
maintain. 

The simple central office equipment, 
switchboards, ete., must give place to 
more intricate and costly apparatus. 
Higher skilled workmen must be em- 
ployed to take care of it. Expensive 
underground cable must be laid, and 
aerial cable must replace open wires. 
All along the line scope of service 
broadens: the labor forces increase, 
and expenses grow proportionately. 

Telephone service is unlike manu- 
factured products. The more service 
produced the greater is the cost per 
telephone of “producing” it—an eco- 
nomical fact contrary to popular ‘be- 
lief because of the quantity produc- 
tion theory common in other lines of 
industry.

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WESTERN CONSERVATIVES AND 
A GREAT OPPORTUNITY 


‘Throughout Alberta the Liberals 
are active in preparing for the next 
provincial election. They are choos- 
ing their candidates and getting their 
organization ready. ‘The Farmers 
Party, of course, have their machin- 
ery all in working order . The Con- 
servatives, on the other hand, have 
neither leader nor programme. ‘'How- 
ever, the northern Conservatives are 
holding a convention this month and 
have asked of Mr. R. B. Bennett the 
President of the party for the pro- 
vince to hold a general convention in 
August to select a leader. 

: The results in Novia Scotia at the 
recent general election have shown 


that it is a long lane that has no turn. 
ing and that even after 40 years of 
defeat a party may still win a sweep- 
ing victory. Presumably that result 
has put heart into many of the Con- 
servatives of Alberta. Moreover, 
there are indications that people gen- 
erally do not relish the prospect of 
having to choose at the next provin- 
cial election between the Farmers’ 
Party, who have been to many people 
a disappointment (whether the disap- 
pointment is justified or not does not 
matter for the moment), and the Lib- 
eral Party, whose provincial record is 
thoroughly bad and who give not the 
slightest sign of being likely to im- 
prove on that record if they again 
come into power. 

, There would, therefore, seem to be 
a chance, perhaps a remote one, Dut 
still a chance, of the Conservatives 
winning a party victory if they wake 
up and work hard. The question for 
Conservatives to ask themselves is 
whether such a victory is worth win- 
ning. More and more it is being real- 
ized that in provincial matters the 
distinction between Conservative and 
Liberal or any other party label is a 
barren and useless one. There is no 
issue of principle at stake, and the 
only result is that rigid party organi- 
zations put forward as candidates par- 
ty men and the {fight becomes one for 
the spoils of office and little or nothing 
else. What is really wanted is a gov- 
ernment and a legislature reduced in 
numbers and composed of men who 
will treat the ‘problems of the ‘Prov- 
ince as business problems and noth- 
ing else and will concentrate not on 
political advantage or political spoils 
but on sound businesslike administra- 
tion and nothing else. 

How is that to be got? It is said, 
and probably rightly, that a well or- 
ganized party with bad principles or 
none at all will usually beat a loosely 
organized number of independents 
fighting on a programme of merits 
only. There would seem to be an op- 
portunity here for the Conservatives. 
Suppose the provincial ‘Conservatives 
were to announce publicly that they 
had come to the decision that we have 
had quite enough of party politics in 
provincial matters and that henceforth 
the (Conservatives will nominate’ or 
will support candidates purely on 
their personal qualities and business 
records without the.smallest regard to 
their party labels, and will throw the 
‘whole weight of their organization on 
the side of such candidates, what 
would happen? Would they not there- 
by at once win the support and the 
approval of a large body of the people 
of the province? Immediately follow- 
ing thereon, the Conservatives might 
proceed to nominate candidates for 
every provincial constituency or an- 
nounce that in the case of some candi- 
dates already in the field, they were 
satisfied to support them in spite of 
their belonging at present to other 
parties. Premier Greenfield is sug- 
gested as one such. In the selection 
of candidates care would have to h= 
taken that some at least of them 
were other than Conservatives, for it 
is an old game of a party which thinks 
its chances poor, to fight under the 
‘banner of a bogus independence. It 
does not need argument to prove that 
there are to be found plenty of good 
men in all three partles who would ac- 
cept nomination or support on a non- 
party basis. Then having got. their 
candidates, the Conservatives should 
settle down to fight on the programme 
of extinction of the old party politics 
in the Province. It is at least possible 
that they would find the Farmers’ 
Party or at least its more enlightened 
members, ready to go half way to 
meet them in this matter, for the one 
shining virtue of that Party since it 
came into power has been earnestness 
in the conduct of public business. It 
is that virtue which has enabled it to 
retain the respect of a large number of 
the people, even when its capacity has 
been seriously doubted. 

It is to be feared that the official 
Liberal party as now constituted 
would be slow to answer the appeal. 
There has been no sign of anything 
like a suggestion of wiping out the 
party evil, so far as the speeches of 
the leaders are concerned, There has 


been nothing but the old raking for| 


chances of fault-finding and the old 
repetition of vague and meamingless 
phrases about economy and effli- 


Jissues and principles at stake, 


ciency. However, this may be an in- 
justice to the Liberals, who like Israel 
of old may yet have amongst them 
ten thousand who have not bowed the 
knee to the Baal of the Spoils System, 
and who might answer the bugle call 
to better things. 

So far as the Conservative Party is 
concerned, what would be the result 
of the carrying out successfully of 
such a policy? It would mean the ex- 
tinction of the Party as it is now 
existing and its merging in a much 
wider body. It would, however, mean 
that the Conservatives would gain the 
respect of their fellow citizens for a 
public spirited action, and in Dom- 
inion politics, where there really are 
the 
Conservatives would gain a_ prestige 
which would stand them in good stead 
when the Dominion elections are held. 
The precedent of the old Uniont{st 
Party in South Africa may well be 
remembered in this connection, when 
in order to save South Africa from the 
growing danger of racial bitterness 
they merged’ their identity in the 
South African Party under General 
Smuts. : 

It would mean the extinction of the 
Alberta Conservative Party, but it 
would mean a chance for the ‘Province, 
which we profess to care for, to make 
@ real advance in its government. 
There fs a phrase used of England 
which the Conservatives might  re- 
member in this connection: “Who 
dies if England lives?” 

That is the Conservative opportun 
ity at the present time. Will it be 
taken advantage of? 


THE ALBERTA TELEPHONE 
SYSTEM 


In this issue of “The News” are pub- 
lished some facts as to Alberta's tele- 
phone system and some comparisons 
with those of other Canadian provine- 
es, which are quite worth studying. 
There has been a certain amount of 
criticism of the Alberta Department of 
Telephones on account of its failure to 
pay expenses. It is, of course, wholly 
undesirable that any government ser 
vice like that of the telephones should 
not pay its way, and’ should have to bd 
supported out of the general taxes, but 
in this case there appears to be anoth. 
er side to the question. If the table of 
comparison printed in this issue is 
looked at, it will be seen that in every 
other province of Canada rates are 
higher than those of Alberta for some 
branch of the service given and in 
none are they lower for any branch. 
Saskatchewan comes nearest to AI- 
berta with the same rate for both or- 
dinary telephone rentals and for long 
distance tolls, but the cost of rural 
telephones is 85% higher. Looking 
to the wide use made of the telephon- 
es as shown in another of the state. 
ments published in this issue, it would 
seem that a very large section of the 
people of Alberta are getting back in 
cheap telephone rates some at least of 
what they have to pay in taxes to make 
up the deficit in the working of the 
Telephone Department. It appears 
further that the operating and main- 
tenance charges of the Alberta system 
are lower than those of any other 
province of Canada, and that the rea) 
cause of the deficit is the high cost of 
rural telephones owing to the distane- 
es to be covered in installation. It is 
suggested that no private company 
would undertake the running of the 
system: as it now is and at its present 
low rates, and that if a private profit 
earning company were in charge of the 
system, something like 25% of the 
rural development would not have 
taken place and 15,000 farmers would 
be without the benefit of telephones 
they now have. It is obvious that a 
question arises here whether the 
Government were justified in extend- 
ing to farmers the benefit of the ruval 
telephone services for which, as it ap- 
pears, the whole community has to 
pay in taxes. Presumably the Govern- 
ment’s answer would be that the tele- 
phone service is one of those things 
that helps to make life on the farm 
somewhat more attractive and_ there- 
fore promotes settlement and _ the 
general welfare of the community. 
This is an argument with considerable 
force in it, though the force is weaken- 
ed by the fact that the present Gov- 
ernment is a farmers’ government, and 
is therefore inevitably subject to the 
suspicion in such a case of favoring 
the farmers at the expense of the 
rest of the community. There may be 
room for genuine difference of opinion 
on this policy, but it is so far satis- 
factory that it appears to ‘be policy 
and not mere inefficient management 
that is responsible for the telephone 
deficit in the province. On the whole 
there seems to be ground for believ- 
ing that Alberta’s Government  Tele- 
phone Department is well managed 
and gives us a service which is cheap 
and efficient. As long as a deficit ap- 
pears at all, there is ground for the 
closest scrutiny, but the actual work 
of the Department seems to be good. 
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FIELD MARSHAL EARL HAIG 


Canada in general, and most recent- 
ly Western Canada, has been giving a 
welcome to Earl Haig. It is an en- 
tirely sincere welcome to one who 
most thoroughly deserves it. The man 
who commanded the greatest British 
army in history in the greatest war 
the world has known, is an_ historic 
figure. When to that public position 
is added a personal character not only 
high in principle and conduct but also 
marked by constant unselfishness and 
consideration for those under him, the 
hearty character of the welcame giv- 
en to Earl Haig and his Countess is 
the least tribute that can be offered to 


him when he visits us. 

Ear! Haig is a Scotsman, and it is 
one more feather in Scotland's cap 
that she provided the Empire with its 
| Commander-in-chief in the greatest of 
wars, Generals have not been a very 
plentiful crop in Scotland since the 
union with England. Finely as Scot- 
land has done her share in the Em- 
pire’s battles, she has not contributed 


many outstanding commanders. Sol- 
diers of splendid quality in what 
might be called the minor grades of 
generals she has had iin plenty, but 
comparatively few whose names have 
been household words in the Empire. 
Sir John Moore, possibly the greatest 
of them all, who might have surpassed 
Wellington in fame had not death 
claimed him on the field of victory at 
Corunna. Sir James Outram of In- 
dian Mutiny fame, ‘the Bayard of the 
Army,” Colin Campbell afterwards 
Lord Clyde, the fiery-tempered but 
adored commander of the Highland 
Brigade in the Crimea and the con- 
queror of Delhi,—these are perhaps 
the greatest of Scotland’s soldiers in 
anything like modern times. JSEarl 
Haig is a notable addition to this 
small band of great warriors. He is 
a Borderer and suitably bears the 
name of Douglas so famous in Border 
warfare. 

Just what his place will be in mili- 
tary history it is too soon to estimate. 
Perhaps there will never attach to him 
the romantic halo which surrounds 
such men as Sir John Moore, Welling: 
ton, Napoleon and his great array of 
famous Marshals, Moltke 
or Marshal Foch. What will be re- 
membered of him, however, are quali- 
ties perhaps even more creditable 
than brilliant genius, the qualities of 
unfaltering courage in the dark hours, 
of care for his men which took him 
constantly right up to the front line 
and kept him from remaining comfort- 
ably at his headquarters studying re- 
ports brought by others, and __ finally 
the fact that when all was over, and 
fame and -honours had been granted to 
him by a grateful nation, he has not 
forgotten the men in the ranks who 
were the foundation of the victories. 
He has given the great help of his 
name and its prestige to every plan 
put forward for the helping and the 
welfare of the ex-soldier, so lightly 
and so shamefully forgotten after 
other wars. On this visit to Canada 
he has been directly responsible for

of all of them. There have been gen- 
erals who could win battles but not 
the real esteem and regard of their 
men. Earl Haig has won both, and 
Canada does well to show in the high- 
est degree her recognition of his 
qualities both as a soldier and as a 
man.

ice pipe was laid on this street from 


Second Ave. Bast to serve a number. 


of houses. This service pipe can be 
extended about 300 feet to serve the 
houses of the two petitioners.

‘by back pressure of hot water is to 
install hot water meters.

SOME OF THE EXPERIENCES OF A 
CHINESE BOY NOW LIVING IN 
RED DEER 


Narrated by Mah Hung Too. 


I was ‘born 17 years ago at Paksar, 
a small village ten miles or so inland 
from the great city of Canton, which 
is in the south of China. My father 
has not lived in China except for 
short intervals for a very long time 
now, for he has been in Canada for 
about 30 years. He came home to 
China sometimes but did not stay long 
and I was therefore brought up by my 
mother. Paksar is only a little village 
about the size of Red Deer. The peo- 
ple in it are mainly farmers, who own 
small farms on which they grow most- 
ly vegetables and rice. 

I was sent to a boarding school 
about 3 miles away from my home, 
and there I learned to read and write 
in Chinese and to do arithmetic. We 
used to work very hard in school. We 
began work at 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and worked.till 8. Then we had 
breakfast and at 9 o’clock we began 
again and worked till 12. Then we 
had an hour for dinner and after that 
we worked from 1 o’clock till 9 in the 
evening. This is much harder work 
than gchceol children do in Canada, 
and we were always very tired as a 
result of it. Chinese is a much harder 
language. for children to learn to 
read and write and-do sums in than 
English, so the children have to work 
hard if they are going to learn these 
things at all. 

Although we worked so hard we 
had holidays and occasional periods 


when we could play. The games 
Chinese boys play at are chiefly 
wrestling, jumping, swinging, swim- 


ming and also football, which Chinese 
boys are now learning to play a great 
deal. Wrestling has always been a 
great sport of the Chinese. Until foot- 
ball was taught to Chinese boys, wrest- 
ling was. perhaps the favourite 
game. We swam mostly in the river 
which was close to the school. It is a 
very long river but it is not wide and 
as a rule it is very shallow, though 
great floods come down it sometimes. 

There were no girls at the school 
and no women teachers. All our 
teachers were men. We were quite 
kindly treated at the school. Our food 
was chiefly rice and vegetables. We 
did not get much meat. Meat is hard 
to keep in the south of China as the 
<limate is very hot and the meat goes 
bad quickly It has to be eaten as a 
rule on the same day as it is killed, 
and in most p'aces there is no ice to 
be got to help in keeping it fresh, so 
that the people cannot eat much meat. 
Our teachers did not bahave harshly 
to us. They had bamboo canes tc 
beat boys who were lazy or who did 
not behave well, but they did not beat 
15 merely because we were not able 
to learn our lessons. We got about 50 
days holidays in each year. We had 
holidays from the beginning of June 
til about the middle of July and a few 
|days about either New Year time or 

Christmas. All Chinese keep the New 
Year but it is only recently and 
amongst a few Christians that Christ- 
mas is kept as a holiday, because not 
many Chinese are Christians. Some 
of them keep it as a holiday even 
though they are not Christians. The 
Chinese year is the same length al- 
most as the year here but the months 
are not the same .They have one 
more month in each year and they 
have two leap years in every five 
years. 

In China great honour is paid to our 
ancestors. In every school on one day 
each year honour is paid to Confucius, 
who was the great man who brought 
books and laws and schools to China 
many years ago. In the sam2 way on 
four days in each year we pay honour 
to our ancestors. Each tribe or clan 
in China has a great book or roll in 
which is kept the names of the ances- 
tors of the tribe for a long long time 

1 back, and this book is kept ‘by the 
head of the tribe or clan, and four 
times in each year a_ celebration is 
held in honour of these ancestors. 
Some of these tribes or clans are much 
scattered and mingled with one anoth- 
er, but in our village of Pakgsar all of 
us belonged to the same tribe. 

The number of boys in the classes in 
the school varied a great deal. In one 
year there were 24 boys in my class, 
but in another year there were 87 for 
the teacher to teach. Most of the 
boys in China like going to school and 
acquiring wisdom and_ knowledge. 
They do their work in the school 
willingly and it is very few who have 
to be beaten by the teachers to make 
them work. 

Until I left my home to come to 
Canada I had never been very far 
away from Paksar. Sometimes we 
went a little way on the river. There 
were a great many boats on the river, 
boats with high prows and painted 
with great eyes on the front of them. 
because the Chinese say that if a 
boat has not got eyes, it cannot see 
where it ought to go. These boats 
are driven by sails or, if the wind is 
contrary, they are pushed along by 
great poles like English punts. the 
men who own these boats live on then 
all the time. They -have no homes on 
the land like other people, but their 
homes are on their boats. 

Every now and then there was fight- 
ing in the country near my home. This 
fighting used to take place’ between 
rival “leagues” of different kinds. I 
do not know what they were supposed 
to be fighting about. I think they just 
fought to see who could get posses- 
sion of the country and the govern- 
ment and take away the poor peo- 
ple‘s money. The poor people tried 
not to have anything to do with the 
fighting. We used to see the soldiers 
walking about in our neighbourhood. 
and then perhaps one of them would 
tell someone in oir village: “Our en- 
emies are coming on such and such a 
day to attack us.” Then all the poor 
people would leave the village or the 
town where they lived and flee for 
safety to the mountains near by. Thev 
did not go very far. Sometimes they 
went only a few miles and then when 
they thought they were safe they 
would stop and try t» watch the 
fighting going on between the © sol- 
diurs. Those who had field glasses or 
telescopes could see quite plainly the 
fighting. The soldiers did not as a 


rule have any artillery with them. 
They fought with rifles and machina 
guns mostly. The Germans, the Rus- 


sians and the French were the people 
who sold most of these machine guns 
and rifles to the soldiers. When the 
fighting was over, the people would 
come back to their villages, but often 
they would ‘find that their houses had 
heen robbed by the soldiers of every- 
thing they could take-away. These

Then he 
told me that he also was of the tribe 
and that he came from the same part 
of the ‘country as I did and he knew 
some of my friends. 
kind to me andihelped me greatly and 
brought :me candy and such things to 
I felt much less alone when I 
knew that there was some one of my 
own tribe to whom I could speak 
this strange land. 

Next, day my father and my second 
cousin .came to: the Hall to see me. 
My father had come from Red. Deer tv 
I was not allowed ‘to go 
away with him at once but had 
wait for ten days in the Hall until the 
Canadian Government men had asked 
all the questions they wished about 
me and my family. However, I was 
well treated in the Hall and did not 
greatly mind staying there, especially 
‘because of my friend in the kitchen 
who was kind to me. 

At length I was allowed to go with 
my father, and went in the boat with 
him to Vancouver and from there 
Red Deer, where we arrived on Christ- 
mas. Day five years ago. 
ly surprised by the cold and the snow, 
which I had had no experience of at 
e heen here, I have 
always written regularly to China to 
my mother, and I hope next year to re- 
turn to China for a holiday, 
shall come back to Canada, for it is a 
good country to live in, even though it 
is sometimes cold and even 
have to work hard here.

soldiers were some of them mén, who 
fought because they wanted to. These 
got paid for their fighting, but others 
did not fight willingly. They ‘were 
forced to fight by -the leaders of the 
leagues, and such men were not. paid 
anything. They were just given their 
food and that was all. 

Sometimes some one would tell us 
in the school that. there was going to 
be fighting on such and such a day, 
but we did not have to leave the 
school and run away. Perhaps that 
was because the ‘Chinese have a great 
respect for schools and do not wish 
to do them harm, ‘but perhaps it was 
because the soldiers knew that they 
could not get anything that they 
wanted in the school and so they did 
not attack it or rob it. Sun Yat Sen 
was one of the great men in Canton. 
I used to hear about him but I never 
saw him, as he did not go about open- 
ly in the city for fear that some one 
would kill him, and it was very ‘hard 
to get permission to see him in his 
palace. 

In spite of this fighting and robbing 
most of the people in my part of the 
country were fairly well off. They 
farmed their own land and got from 
it most of what they needed _ for 
themselves, and they lived very simp- 
ly and quietly. They do not have to 
work very hard, as all their farm 
work is done in about five months of 
the year and for the rest of the time 
they just do a little work about their 
farms and houses, keeping them in or- 
der. The houses are mostly built of 
brick made from the clay found in 
the district. Some of this clay is 
bright blue in colour and the bricks 
are the same, so that the houses look 
very bright and pretty. Some of them 
are built of a sort of red-brown stone. 
Wooden houses are not built in the 
part of China where I lived. 

It is much hotter in Canton than it 
is here and there is no snow or ice in 
the winter, but it rains a great deal 
and then great floods come down the- 
river and do much harm. When a 
flood like that is coming, a signal is 
given so that all the boats in the river 
and down at Hong Kong at the mouth 
of the river may know about it and 
get ready. The floods often sweep 
over the people’s lands and do a great 
deal of damage, and drown many of 
the poor people, but nothing is done 
to stop the floods coming over the 
banks of the river. . 

There are many people from Canton 
and my part of the country in Canada, 
and they come back from Canada and 
tell those at home about it, or they 
write to their friends. Most of them 
say that Canada is a good country, 
but that the winter is very cold and 
that people have to work very hard 
here, much harder than in China. 

It was when I was 12 years old that 
my father sent word to me that I was 
to come to Canada. My mother has 
never come to Canada because she is 
afraid of the great cold in the Winter. 
When my father sent this message, I 
did not want to leave my thhome nor 
did my mother want.me to go, but in 
China anyone who does not obey his 
father is no longer held in honour, so 
my mother said to me that I must go, 
and I did not think of disobeying. A 
cousin of mine who was 14 years, old 
went with me. tAs I had never been 
more than a very little way away from 
home before, it was a great thing for 
me to have to go away over the sea 
when I was so young. 

There is a railway passes my vil- 
lage and ‘by the train we went to 
Kong Moon, another town. It took 
us 12 hours about in the train from 
Paksar to Kong Moon. That was 
the longest journey I had been till 
then. At Kong Moon we got into a 
river steamer and_ sailed to Hong 
Kong, which is a British harbour and 
town. At ‘Hong Kong we got onto the 
steamer called the “Empress of Asia.” 
I had never been on a ship anything 
like as large as that one. There were 
700 Chinese on board. Some of them 
were going to (Canada, but some of 
them were going to the United States 
and some of them to Cuba and some 
to Mexico. We sailed first to Japan, 
but we had to stop at various places 
on the way there, such as Shanghai. 
It took us eleven days to go from 
Hong Kong to Yokohama in Japan. 
I was very anxious to see all these 
new places and to watch what was 
done in them, but immediately the 
ship got onto the sea, a great sickness 
took possession of me and I lay as 
one about to die in my berth on the 
ship. - I could not eat anything at all, 
and I did not feel that I wished to eat 
anything, nor did I feel that I could 
get up and look at the sea or at any 
of the great harbours that we came to. 
There were others of the Chinese on 
the ship who were also very ill be- 
cause of the sea. Before I started on 
my journey I had been afraid that 
some evil might happen to me on ‘the 
way, for in China on the rivers and 
the sea close to the land, there are 
many pirates who attack the ships 
and rob those on board, and I thought 
that something like that might hap- 
pen to me on the “Empress of Asia,” 
but so ill was I that I did not care how 
many pirates came to attack the ship 
er what they would do to me if they 
did come. 


It was Winter when I made this 
journey. Therefore it was very cold 
on the sea. If it had been warm 1 
could have lain on the deck in the sun. 
shine, but it was far too cold for that, 
especially for those who had come as I 
did from a warm part of the country 
like Paksar. 


My cousin and I-had not much cloth- 
es with us nor had we more than a 
very little money. In Paksar there 
used to be no paper money but only 
silver and copper money, nor were 
there any banks. If Chinese men in 
Canada wished to send money home to 
Paksar or other places like that, they 
used to have to send it to Hong Kong 
and ask some honest man whom they 
knew in Hong Kong to change the 
Lank’s paper monev Into silver and 
copper and take it to Paksar when 
he went. Therefore my cousin and ] 
did not know much about money 
other than the silver and copper of 
our own country. All the same, al 
though we were so fll, we spent all 
that we had of money on the ship in 
buying small toys and such things ag 
we thought perhaps that we should be 
able to eat, which were not offered to 
us at the regular meals of the ship. 
These we bought at the little shop on 
the steamer, so that when we came at 
length to Victoria in British Colum- 
bia we had no money left. Neither of 
us knew any words of English nor did 
we know any Chinese in Victoria to

New orders setting forth the mini. 
mum wage for varioud lines of indus. 
try have just been made by the 
Alberta Minimum Wage Board in ac. 
cordance with the terms of the act 
as passed ‘by the legislature to pro 
vide a minimum wage for women. 
The various industries covered by the 
new orders include: Manufacturing, 
not: less than $12.50 per week; hotels 
and restaurants, $16.50 (seven days);

Apprentices’ wages according to 
the order, are to range from $6.00 per 
week up, Provision is also made for 
the payment of overtime at not less 
than the minimum wage.

fect on Auguét Ist and will apply in 
the following places: Edmonton, Cal- 
gary, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, Red 
Deer, Wetaskiwin, Camrose, Cardston, 
Drumheller, Coleman and Redcliff.

SIZE OF EGG IMPORTANT 
(Issued ‘by the Director of Publicity 
Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, Ottawa.) 

We have it on the authority of no 
less a person than the Dominion 
Poultry Husbandman that the prob- 
lem of small eggs is becoming more 
and more pronounced the longer the 
breeding for high egg production is 
continued. Thus it becomes necessary, 
ao he further says in his report for 
1924, that the greatest care in select- 
ing a male to head the flock should 
be taken to see that he is from large 
egg stock. Records do not show that 
a high producing bird is bound to lay 
a small egg, but they indicate that 
unless careful selection iv followed 
there is a decided tendency for the 
size of eggs to decrease as production 
increases. A bird that does not lay 
eggs that average 24 ounces to the 
dozen cannot be registered no matter 
how many eggs she may lay. Atten- 
tion to this matter of size, as well as 
to heavy yield, is being given by the 
Poultry Division at Ottawa and data 
is being collected that will be made 
public, as the report says, in due sea- 
gon, 


This report shows an increase of 
20 in the number of patients admitted 
over 1924 and an increase of 116 hos- 
pital days. The death rate was re- 
markably low in spite of the fact that 
there was a large number of very seri- 
ous cases treated. There was a large 
increase in the number of surgical 
cases treated and an average of 17 
major operations per month. 

The hospital has had nearly all the 
wards on the second floor and the 
lower corridor painted and purchased 
an X-ray machine and has had some 
improvements made to the grounds. 
The Ladies’ Hospital Ald, the I.0.D.E. 
and some of the community organiza- 
tions from the country districts have 
had their wards painted and improve- 
ments made. 

The financial report shows that 
there is a small cash surplus main- 
tained each month with all accounts 
paid promptly. No money has been 
borrowed from the bank since De- 
cember, 1923.

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WHAT BRITISH LABOR | 
SAYS OF RUSSIA 


It is customary for those people in 
Canada who rather like to carry on 
a long distance flirtation with the 
idea of Communism and its results in 
Russia to suggest that the world- 
wide opinion of its complete failure 
in that country iy due largely if not 
wholly to the partisan propaganda 
of the capitalist press, and that in 
reality Russia under the Soviet, is 
doing rather well. It may be useful 
therefore, to quote a few statements 
from the official report of the British 
Labor Trades Union delegation which 
visited Russia in the course of the 
last six months or so. It can hardly 
‘be argued that these delegates are so 
favorably digeposed to the capitalistic 
‘system as to make a deliberately 
false report on what they learned in 
Russia. 


‘Here are some of the statements 
in the report: The government of 
Russia ig carried on by a party which 
numbers only 350,000 out of a nation 
of over 100 millions, and these 350,- 
000 silence all opposition (see page 
14 of report). The national income 
today is estimated as ‘50 pre-war 
roubles per head as compared with 
101 pre-war roubles in 1913 (page 
30). The general average of wages 
seems now to be nearly three-quart- 
ers ofthe pre-war level (page 160). 
On the other hand here is the com- 
parison of present day prices with 
those of pre-war Ruséia, taking 100 
as the standard pre-war price: Food 
211, textiles 177, fuel 173 (page 58). 
The consumption per head of the 
Population is as follows: Sugar 37% 
of pre-war standard; salt, 64%; cot- 
ton goods, 38% (page 58). This means 
that the people's standard of living 
is greatly lowered at the present date. 
The present date industrial output as 
compared with pre-war days is as fol- 
lows: Coal, 52%; cotton, 31'%; oil, 
64%; woollen goods, 38%; minerals 
generally, 8% (page '55). 

The agricultural population fell by 
a million -between 1916 and 1923 
(page 66) but the area of cultivated 
land was reduced from 90 to 70 mil- 
lion Russian acres (page 65). So acute 
is the shortage of houses that the al- 
lowance to a tenant and his family is 
one room 11 by 10 feet (page 130). 
While the unemployed in 84 towns 
and counties numbered over 1 300,- 
000, only from 15% to 20% of them 
were being given unemployment pay 
(page 15'4). Wages are not paid regu- 
larly, even to men working, and this 
delay in payment is the main cause 
of discontent (page 160). In the 
Great War Russia lost one and a half 
million men; in the revolution and 
civil war, six and a half millions; in 
the great famines of 1821 and 1822, 
five millions (page 122). ‘Finally on 
page 104 of the report it is stated 
that “this new outlook on the social 
and family side of a nation’s life, 
bound up as it is with the whole eco- 
nomic system is undoubtedly tending 
to destroy what is known in this 
country (Britain) as family life.” 

The Communists of Canada and 
their sympathizers might read _ this 
report with a considerable amount of 
benefit, if not of pleasure.
